On  Admissions  Policy 

Now  more  than  ever  before  we  must  re-examine  our  admissions  policy  and  practices. 
With  coeducation  we  have  a  perfect  time  to  upgrade  the  quality  of  the  student.  For 
the  past  five  years  the  applications  pool  has  been  decreasing  in  size3  resulting  quite  nat- 
urally in  less  selectivity.  Now  wc  are  told  that  the  pool  has  increased  greatly  and^  the 
implication  is  that  wc  are  getting  to  choose  a  better  student.  Yet  this  more  tb.an.~an.y- 
time  is  not  a  time  for  complacency.  We  are  obligated  to  look  at  the  new  poo!  to  see  if  it 
really  does  indicate  a  change  for  the  better. 

With  the  large  number  of  Female  applicants,  we  wonder  if  we  arc  in  the  position  of  hav- 
away  many  more  girls  while  having  to  accept  males  from  a  still-decreasing 
lis  becomes  apparent  we  must  do  something  more  to  attract  a  larger  number 
iplicants.  Also  Mr.  Ransom  has  noted  that  his  staff  is  limited  ,ind  that  he 
sit  two  hundred  schools  each  year.  This  may  be  sufficient  for  an  all-male 
but  the  figure  falls  short  for  coeducation.  With  this  kind  of  staffing  shore- 
age  we  can  never  be  sure  of  having  attracted  the  best  type  of  student  or  of  having 
chosen  the  best  of  those  we  have  attracted.  Another  question  which  must  be  asked 
related  to  the  actual  weighing  of  the  applicants'  qualifications:  is  it  right  to  consider 
high  school  performance  the  most  important  aspect  witliout  considering  the  high  school 
attended?  It  may  actually  be  that  a  student's  performance  will  not  be  indicative  of  his 
capabilities  because  of  a  high  calibre  school  Along  with  this  we  must  wonder  how 
much  the  college  board  scores  are  weighed  il  the  hiirli  school  work  accounts  for  up  to 
eighty   per  cent  of  the  consideration. 

These  questions  make  it  worthwhile  and  necessary  to  re-examine  our  admissions  policy 
and  practices  to  sec  if  we  can  really  improve  our  academic  standing.  Now  is  a  verv 
crucial  time  to  do  it.

Submitted  with  the  budget  were  the  following  recommendations:  (i) 
"The  Student  Activity  Committee  shall  be  a  standing  committee,  meet- 
ing periodically  to  govern  and  oversee  the  proper  expenditure  of  money 
by  each  organization.  (2)  Each  student  shall  be  issued  an  identification 
card  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  in  order  that  he  shall  be  able  to  enjoy 
the  full  privilege  of  all  activities  covered  by  the  fund.  (3)  Each  ac- 
tivity shall  function  under  the  understanding  that  it  is  to  work  within 
its  allotted  budget  and  that  no  student  shall  be  compelled  to  pay  again 
during  the  year."

bly.  The  Constitution  which  was  approved 
by  the  Regents  last  year  authorized  that 
assembly  to  legislate  in  all  matters  of  stu- 
dent conduct  "in  concurrence  with"  the  fac- 
ulty and  administration.  This  potential  can 
be  fulfilled  only  if  the  decisions  of  the 
Delegate  Assembly  are  presented  to  the 
admini-tr.aion  with  responsibility  and  con- 
viction worthy  of  the  students  themselves. 

We  have  passed  from  a  time  when  there 
was  need  for  change,  to  a  time  when  there 
is  need  to  fulfill  that  change.  The  potential 
for  student  rc;p<jn?ibility  exercised  through 
the  Delegate  Assembly  has  been  thwarted 
by  administrative  rebuke  concerning  the 
most  important  issue  that  arose  this  year — 
that  of  dormitory  visiting.  Such  action  by 
the  administration  threatens  not  only  the 
potentiality  of  student  government,  but 
questions  the  integrity  of  every  student  at 
this  University.  The  Constitution  of  the 
Delegate  Assembly  requires  us  to  work 
with  the  faculty  and  administration,  not  to 
be  ruled  by  them. 

This  year  we  were  faced  with  the  possi- 
bility of  extra  legal  student  political  activ- 
ity on  behalf  of  visiting  rights.  Such  action 
could  do  much  to  undermine  the  authority 
of  representative  government  here  at  Se- 
wanee.

However,  in  most 
colleges  and  universities  active  concourse 
has  become  a  passive  bird  feeding  session.

underlings.  As  a  student  recently  indicated 
in  the  Saturday  Review,  each  year  thous- 
ands of  students  receive  their  degrees  as  a 
sort  of  "stamp  of  approval"  for  having  suc- 
cessfully a-himil jted  prescribed  dogniti.  The 
contributing  factor  to  this  departure  from 
original  goals  i-  that  higher  education  has 
become  too  accessible  to  the  American  pub- 
lic. Like  automobiles  and  television  set*, 
higher  education  is  become  a  commodity 
enjoyed  by  everyone.  As  we  all  know,  con- 
sumer goods  are  far  inferior  in  quality  to 
craft  goods,  for  the  former  lack  character. 
This  "mass  run  on  education"  has  proved 
to  be  both  a  detriment  to  education  and  to 
the  economic  and  -social  aspects  of  society. 
The  crux  of  the  matter  is  to  provide  an 
education  as  an  active  experience  for  stu- 
dents rather  than  a  passive  one,  without 
discriminating  against  talented  individuals, 
who,  financially  handicapped,  would  not 
otherwise  be  able  to  acquire  this  boon. 

The  Gordion  knot  to  this  dilemma  is  the 
appeasement  of  the  very  life  blood  of  the 
university,  its  donors — the  white  business 
community  who  apparently  has  greater  pri- 
ority than  educator-  themselves  in  select- 
ing their  educational  "associates."  A  por- 
tion of  the  entering  c]as;  lacks  intellectual 
ability  and  incentive  and  arc  unable  to  sus- 
tain an  educational  relationship  with  the 
faculty,  which  should  be  allowed  to  trans- 
mit the  assets  of  their  graduate  education. 

The  first  area  of  reform  ought  to  be  in- 
stituted in  the  secondary  schools.  Guidance 
counselors  conduct  students  through  college 
catalogs  as  though  they  were  Christmas  gift 
catalogs;.  A  higher  education,  they  say,  will 
warrant  higher  paying  jobs  in  the  future. 
What  has  actually  accrued  from  the  greater 
number  of  degrees  each  year  is  unc-mplny- 
,  for  professional  jobs  are  becoming  " 


and  Achievement  tests  are  actually  of  little 
value  in  reflecting  a  student's  true  abilities 
in  secondary  school  and  the  applicability  of 
these  to  the  colege  of  his  choice.  Education 
has  become  subordinated  to  the  computer 
and  lacks  the  human  quality  so  requisite 
of  a  true  educational  situation.  In  Great 
Britain  students  are  required,  by  the  age 
of  eleven,  to  set  the  course  of  their  lives. 
Without  trying  to  justify  this  absurd  re- 
quirement, it  must  be  conceded  that  by  the 
age  of  seventeen  a  student  should  be  po- 
tentially able  to  evaluate  his  abilities  and 
goals.  However,  secondary  schools  fail  to 
provide  a  sense  of  direction.  Every  Septem- 
ber the  faculty  must  wonder  about  what  it 
will  be  facing  and  is  unprepared  to  meet 
certain  students,  realizing  their  abilities  and 
goals,  and  thereby  commencing  to  develop 
these  abilities.  Students  are  pushed  into  re- 
quired courses  in  which  they  have  a  meager 
interest  and  in  which  they  will  waste  two 
years  of  money  and  time  on  courses  which 
should  have  been  instructed  in  high  school. 
Only  in  the  last  two  years  of  college  is  a 
student  able  to  pursue  the  field  of  his  spec- 
ialty, but  when  he  receives  his  diploma  he 
has  only  acquired  an  "up-graded"  high 
school  education.  A  great  portion  of  these 
students  are  sifted  back  into  the  business 
community,  where  Chaucer  or  Milton  will 
have   absolutely   no  relevance. 

A  second  remedy  for  the  chronic  condi- 
tion of  education  would  be  the  dispersal  of 
brochures  to  all  schools,  both  in  the  ghetto 
and  the  white  suburb,  soliciting  all  students

The  third  point  of  contention  is  the  stu- 
dent's pecuniary  situation.  A  massive  over- 
haul of  financial  policy  is  needed.  Greater 
reliance  must  be  placed  upon  college  work- 
study  grants  and  federal  aid  to  building. 
Combining  both  faculty  eminence  in  stu- 
dent selection  and  use  of  government  funds, 
students  from  all  social  and  ethnic  back- 
grounds could  be  absorbed  into  the  aca- 
demic community,  and  the  university  would 
still  be  relegated  to  mainlv  academic  and 
not  vocational  pursuits.  The  faculty,  and 
not  the  business  administratioin,  would 
have  the  Parthian  shot.  With  the  realisa- 
tion of  this  goal,  American  higher  education 
can  escape  from  the  domination  of  non- 
academic  communities.  It  is  hoped  that  with 
the  commencement  of  student-initiated 
courses^  at  Sewanee  and  other  institutions 
that  this  problem  mav  be  alleviated.
